Surely war-mongers would. never 
plunge their country into a conflict on which 
their whole fate must depend, without having 
taken adequate preparations beforehand.

About one 
million “Anderson” air raid shelters had been

More on “Secret Weapons” 


Now that there is a greatly enhanced prob 
ability of an attempt by the Nazis to invade 
Britain, there has been a recrudescence of 
speculation over “secret weapons.” It. seems 
Quite likely that the Germans do have some 
Weapon or device which they hope to. spring 
upon the defenders of Britain as a surprise, 
and therefore speculation, provided itis. not 
alarmist, ‘may be no bad thing. The British 
People will be in a position of preparedness for 
anything. A New York report has revived the 
theory that the Nazis will altempt to eross the 
‘seas under the cover of an artificial fox, usin 
troops which have been specially’ trained. for 
this purpose. This suggestion was made some, 
Weeks ago in the London press, but failed to 
stir up any horrific reactions at the time. There 
however, nothing inherently impossible in 
provided’ the Nazis are favoured with calm 
weather and no wind to disperse the fog—two 
‘most important provisos which cause success 
or failure to. depend upon the weather pro- 
phets. And the British navy ean be relied upc 
when they sce a fox where no fog should be, 
fo do something about i. Great Britain, judg 
ing from the most recent reports, is already 
lusing several “sceret weapons.” The first is, of 
courte now beyond the bounds of speci 
jon, having been officially announced and des- 
cribed. Tt is the new incendiary bomb, exploit- 
ing the use of “fying leaves,” which has already 
inflicted enormous damage upon Germany and 
which has, in consequence, been denounced by

It may be 
Porsible ‘that ‘rorquemada was animated by 
thorough desire to serve the Roman Catholic 
Church and save many people from falling into 
error, and punishing those who did, but the 
foct remains that his policies were favoured by 
Tsabella ‘and Ferdinand who reaped veh 1

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A POSSIBLE ALLIANCE 
Sept. 11. 

Rear-Admiral Yates Stirling, Jr, USN. 
retired, is one of the writers on’ naval affairs 
in the’ United States, who, because of his 
completely realistic outlook on problems with 
which his country is concerned, has earned 
very considerable respect. He is greatly 
pleased with the agreement between his 
country and Canada for the establishment 
of a joint defence board, and looks upon 
as eventually opening the way for a defen: 
sive alliance between the two countries. At 
present, of course, the conversations which 
have been going on have been limited to 
the exchange of information, and the for 
mulation of joint plans of defenee, ‘There is 
still a great deal of work to be done, but 
the point of outstanding importance is that 
the two countries have mutually recognized 
the part they must play in common defence 
against outside aggression, and the need to 
substitute intelligent advanced planning for 
precipitate unplanned ation which has led 
to so many diMeulties in the past. It 
been the main fault of the democracies in 
the past that they have not made those pre- 
parations against the possibility of an out- 
break of war whieh they should have done. 

Apart from: those subterranean activities 
which undoubtedly brought about the down- 
fall of France, the history of the past few 
months clearly demonstrates that the Allies 
were not only wholly unprepared for warfare 
‘on the newer principles, but had utterly failed 
to comprehend in advance thelr thoroughly 
changed nature. ‘There were military writers 
both in Britain and France who voiced thei 
opinion as to what fulure wars would be 
ike, but, as with General de Gaulle himself, 
their teachings were disregarded. The 
welding of the niechanized units and aero 
planes into one common weapon of offence 
had not been fully understood by the Allied 
command, and the result was that some very 
bitter Iessons had to be learned in the Low 
Countries and afterwards in France itself, 
It is probable by now that the British .om- 
‘mand has fully understood all the implica~ 
tions of the new form of warfare, and, should 
the enemy ever manage to land in ‘Britain, 
would be able to deal with him energetically 
and. satisfactorily, 


IL is gratifying’ to note that the United 
States have been fully awakened to the pos- 
sibilities of the present situation. It is un= 
likely that thoy will be called upon to de- 
fend the western hemisphere, for the task of 
subduing the British is one which will more 
than tax the brutish ingenuity of the German 
command. ‘The faet, however, that Washing- 
ton and Ottawa are taking time by the fore- 
lock, and making preparations, even ayainst 
an unlikely eventuality, show that both the 
United States and Canada,—and -apparently. 
the whole of the American republies,—have 
recognized the fact of the existence of 



























































Not only do they realize 
that, but they have learned exactly the form 
that’ perit will take, and the capacities of the 





possible enemy. The geographical unity of 

Canada and “the United States presents 

military problems which are by no means: 

incapable of solution. ‘They are solved to a 

very large extent by the incorporation of

But the joint board which is discussing the 
formulation of the necessary plans have to 
go much beyond purely military and naval 
considerations. ‘There are the questions of 

\dustiial co-operation, joint planning of 
transportation, the placing of airfields, the’ 
development of clectric power, and kindred 
matters. In addition to all that there is the 
necessity for investigating traitorous fifth 
column activities, ‘That such exist in the 
United’ States has been openly admitted by 
the authorities who have been making en- 
quities. ‘They are undoubtedly upon a very 
extensive scale, for in any move which 
Hitler contemplated against the western 
homisphere, he could not possibly hope to 
sueceed uniess he could bring about-condi- 
tions of disorder such as prevailed in Norway 
and Holland. ‘To deal with that may not at 
the moment come within the scope of the 
Joint board's consultations, For the time 
being that is entirely a matter for the civil 
side of the administration, but plans to deal 
with it will have to be devised, not only for! 
application upon the possible ' outbreak of | 
war, but even in times of actual peace. The 























governments of the two countries will with- 
‘out doubt pay close attention to this matter, 
and an understanding between them on it 
might very well round out the good work 
whieh is being done.

While it is reported from Berlin that the| 
Germans expect to force a decision with’ 
Great Britain in the course of the next few 
‘weeks, Signor Gayda, Mussolini's mouth- 
piece, and consequently in close touch with| 
the Italian Government, predicts that “the 
war may still be long and difficult.” ‘That 
is probably the best estimate of the situation 
which has been made recently. It indicates 
Jack of faith that the present air-raids on 
London and the south-east of England will 
bring about the quick submission of the] 
British, and more than a little belief that 
‘Mr, Churchill meant what he said when he. 
averred that, even if Britain were occupied 
by the enemy, the struggle would be carried 
‘on from the Colonies. Signor Gayda is 
probably in a better position to estimate the] 
realities of the situation than most other 
people. He has access to the reports of 
Italy's Ally, which are at present denied 
the world af large. He not only knows what 
Germany is able to effect against Great 
Britain, but he also knows what damage the 
British fliers have been doing in Germany, 
The horrific stories which are being sedul- 
ously spread by the Germans of what they 
claim to be doing to London are all part 
and parcel of the campaign of terrorism. 
‘They are in no more a position to know in| 
detail the results of their raids than are the 
lish aviators responsible for the attacks! 
‘on German cities which are military ob- 
ectives. There can be very little doubt that 
heavy damage has been done in London 
Neutral correspondents support that vie 
But their stories Iso show that the German 
reports have been grossly exaggerated. Ger- 
ize the harm done by 
h raids over Germany are just as trans 
parent as ever they were, for they still per 
sist in the fairy tale that they are suffering 
ho more damage than the occasional  dis~ 
turbance of a field, the injury of a few 
domestic animals, and the destruction of

TOTALITARIAN WAR 


Reading British, noutral and enemy reports 
it is possible to get a clear idea of how the 
Germans are conducting their air-raids 
‘against London. Boasting as they do that 
these visitations are in retaliation for the 
British raids.on Berlin, and endeavouring to 











establish the contention that their bombs are 
directed ageinst military objectives, the fact 











‘The dock area from just east of Tower Bridge 
to Woolwich has been severely bombed, and. 
while considerable damaye has been done, 
it is reported that the functioning of the 
docks has not in any way becn seriously 
impeded. ‘The area involved includes St. 
Katherine's Docks, the Commercial Docks, 
and the West and East India Docks. ‘They 
are legitimate objectives for the Germans to 
attack, but either through carelessness or in 
an endeavour to spread frightfulness and 
terror adjacent arcas where are housed some 
‘of London's poorest have been as heavily 
bombed as the docks themselves. Particular 
ly is that the case at Bromley, where it is 
reported that the gas works have been 
destroyed. 

As evidencing the complete and utter dis- 
regard for the few remaining decencies of 
war a reference to the other parts of London. 
which have been bombed is all that is 
necessary. It is known that St. Giles's 
Chureh, | Cripplegate, narrowly eseaped 
destruction, only receiving minor damage, 
some time last week. What possible military. 
objective there is in that area it is difficult 
to understand, unless it consists of the cheap 
‘wholesale toy shops along Houndsditeh, where 
toy pistols are usually onssale. Again the 
vicinity of St. Paul's Cathedral has been 
damaged by German fliers. What military 
‘objective there is there it is difficult to under= 
stand, unless inspired by anti-religious 
motives the Nazi airmen are secking to wipe 
‘out the church publishing houses in Pater 
noster Row. Bombs dropped near the Guild= 
hall might have been aimed at the Bank of 
England, though perhaps it is the German 
contention that the Guildhall itself has some 
military” significance. 
larly the bombs which have been 
dropped on the outskirts of London, doing 
nothing but damage to non-military ‘places, 
hospitals, schools and all sorts of objectives. 
which are completely without the means to 
answer back. There can be only one of two 
explanations for this sort of conduct. Either 
the Germans are bent upon the wholesale 
slaughter of innocents in the hope of spread= 
ing terror,—in whieh they have signally failed 
up {0 the present,—or fear of British anti 
aireratt defences forces them to fy so high 
that they are completely incapable of 
accurate bombing. Perhaps it is a combina 
tion of both, for all that has happened since 
this war broke out, the ghastly stories of 
what occurred at Warsaw and Rotterdam, 
clearly goes to show the evil intent which 
animates those wretched men headed by 
Hitler and Goering. 

It has been remarked in conneetion with 
British raids over Germany that the Germans 
‘are being given a taste of their own medicine. 
It is to be hoped that this is the case. It is 
not the slightest use being mealy-mouthed 
about it.

‘The Prime Minister has revealed the exten- 
sive preparations which the enemy are making. 
for the purpose of carrying out the long 
Uhreatened raid upon the British Isles, Tt is 
apparent that all along the Government has 
been fully apprised of what has been going 
fon, and the R.A, has been doing its bit 
to hamper those preparations in every manner 
possible, The results they have achieved 
are by no means negligible, for all along 
the enemy coastline, from Kiel to Brest con- 
centrations of all manner of craft capable 
of transporting enemy troops across the 
Channel have been regularly bombed with 
very considerable success. But there is a 
possibility that conditions ‘may arise favour~ 
ing an attempt to invade Britain. It may be 
taken for granted that Hitler would eagerly 
avail himself of such an opportunity. Against 
that possibility Mr. Churehill warned his 
hearers on Wednesday, and the manner in 
which he took them and the world at large

It may be, indeod it seems almost certain, 
that Britain ‘will have to face dark hours in 
the not too distant future. Inspired by such 
A man as their Prime Minister, they will do 
so calmly, confidently, ready to endure all 
things, willing to stop at no sacrifice. ‘The 
vainglorious boastings of the complete supre- 
macy of the Gorman compared with the 
“effete” British race have already been 
shown on the fields of France to be the utter 
rubbish they undoubtedly are. ‘The soldiers 
who fought there came from the people 
whom Hitler threatens with invasion, that 
sturdy stock which refuses to bend the neck 
before any stich upstart, and invasion will 
he mot with the resistance of men who are 
not only Aghting for their hearths and homes, 
but for everything which men, not converted. 
treasure and hold dear. So

Not a great deal of damage appears 
to have been done to that building, but it 
is pleasing to know that no simple van der

large forces of bombers, and while impressive | 
figures of the number of machines which the 
enemy sends over Britain are given, little: 
fs said, for obvious reasons of the forces which | 
the British are using. It is to be deduced 
{rom the large number of objectives repeated 
ly visited that very large numbers of machines. 
‘are engaged. It is known that very serious 
damage has been done in the industrial area 
fof north-west Germany, which could not 
have been done had it not been for the big 
air forces sent against them. One of the: 
‘main reasons why so many British raids are 
carried out at night is that, because of the 
Tong distances covered, it is not possible to 
send fighters to accompany the bombers, who 
naturally, therefore, require the extra 
‘assistance which darkness gives them. 
British aviators are so well trained that fly- 
ing by day or night presents no difficulty 
whatever. 

‘The tasks which have been set the RAF. 
fiers are infinitely harder than those which 
the enemy have to perform. With bases but 
a few miles from the British coast, it is 
possible for German machines to make! 
several quick trips a day. British machines 
fon the other hand have to fly hundreds of, 
miles over enemy territory to reach their 
‘objectives, and the fact that they do it so 
frequently and complete their missions with 
‘a minimum of loss speaks volumes for the| 
men and the machines they fly. As Mr. 
Winston Churchill remarked in the course: 
of his broadcast, Britain's air force is stronger: 
now than it was at the commencement of 
the mass air attacks some weeks ago. Tt will 
continue to increase in strength, and without 
unduly indulging in optimism it may be safely 
‘sald that the time will come when the British 
Will gain full mastery in the air, ‘That will 
Indeed be a sad day for Hitler, for from 
that moment his grandiose dreams will com~ 
mence to’ fade away and grim reality take 
their place, Tt will be the grim reality which 
Hitler fears so much—the vision of 
approaching defeat. 














IN NORTHERN AFRICA 
Sept, 14. 

White at the moment the cables are vague 
concerning pending developments in north 
‘Alriea it is believed that, with the seasonal 
improvement in the weather, which is ex- 
pected about this time of the year, serious 
fighting will soon occur. Apparently the 
Halians contemplate three movements, one out 
of Lybia along the coast by way of Sollum, 
Where highway makes movement fairly 
easy, though it will be under the guns of 
the British Navy, the second from K~ssala 
northwestwards towards Wadi Halfa, and the 
third along the —Sudan-Egyptian | frontier 
starting out from Taheida which is an Tt 
base.

News that an aerial torpedo has fallen on 


the offices of the “Evening Standard” destroy- 
ing the top floor without apparently doing. 
‘nuich other damage shows that London, E.C.4 
is not escaping the attentions of the enemy. 
‘Through that postal district runs the “Street. 
of Ink” along which, and down the various 
sidestreets on cither side are to be found the 
offices of no fewer that nine British daily 
papers, 156 periodicals and the London offices 

{nearly sixty colonial and American papers. 
In that area also are to be found the offices 
of the various news agencies of the world, 
so that London E.C4. may accurately be 
described as the nerve centre of the world’s 
news systems. Other capitals possibly 
accommodate as many organs and agencies, 
but it is doubtful whether in one compara 
tively small area so many are brought! 
together as in London. Prominent along. 
Fleet Street now are the offices of the “Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post” built in almost 
classic style and quite near to it those of 
the “Daily Express," the last word in 
modernity. 

‘Most of the newspaper offices are to be 
found in that narrow district between Flect 
Street and the Thames Embankment, on 
which Reuters were formerly situated until 
they moved into their own building, which 
now accommodates a number of other 
agencies as well, and were a number of 
bombs to fall in that area the casualties 
amongst newspapers and_ periodicals would 
indeed be severe. “The Times," as is to be 
expected of it, remains distinctly aloof, 
for, while it is situated in postal district

and there it apparently intends to, 
remain, possibly in a better position 

escape destruction ‘should the enemy make: 
a determined attempt upon the newspaper 
centre of Great Britain. But in the district 
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in question the huge presses turn out millions 
of copies daily, hundred of thousands, if not 
actually millions of copies of the various 
periodicals, while from the offices of the 
various news agencies words reaching astrono~ 
mical figures are despatched to every quarter 
of the world, 

The destruction of London E.C4, would 
at the very worst merely temporarily disrupt 
the activities of the London Press. Most of 
the national dailies have had arrangements 
made right from the commencement of the 
war for production elsewhere than in London, 
while some of them have for years had 
separate printing works in other parts of the 
country. For such papers as the “Daily 
Mail” and the “Daily Express” destruction 
of their London offices would do little more 
than interfere with publication, perhaps for 
only a day or so, It has always been re- 
alized that the dally newspaper plays so 
important a part in the lives of people 
rowadays that {o deprive them of their new 
night eventually prove a severe blow to their 
moral. ‘The danger of that is to a great 
extent offset by the radio, and in this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that the B.B.C, 
have alternative stations from which to con- 
tinue their service should B.B.C. House be 
damaged. 

But the daily paper is an institution of the 
yrdinary life of today, and the men who are 
daily risking thelr lives in search of the news 
for the information of the people are sure 
in the knowledge that no action of the enemy. 
in destroying the plants of their journals 
will prevent the truth being disseminated, 
It is from the roofs of these buildings along 
Fleet Street and near. it that observers have 
been able to watch the progress of the bomb- 
ing with considerable convenience, It is 
from the same offices that reporters, and 
photographers have sped to the areas in- 
volved in the enemy bombing. It is there 
that editors and sub-editors feverishly pre- 
pare copy knowing that no matter what 
happens the paper must be “got out,” and 
from similar offices that cable and wireless 
messages are prepared giving the world the 
news of what is going on. No consideration 
of danger deters the good journalist in his 
search for news, and all Goering’s bomber 
will not prevent the British public, as well 
as the whole world from learning all that 
is going on. It is a great little spot, is Lo 
don E.C.4 and there is not a newspaperman, 
who has smelt the odour of its ink, who is 
not wishing he was there. 

















GALLANT LONDON 


Sept. 16. 


Great Britain has come through the frst 
week of the greatest air battle of history in 
the manner which was expected of her, and, 
despite the damage which has been ‘done, 
despite the hundreds of people killed and 
thousands wounded, the moral of thé country 
remains unimpaired. London has been sub- 
Jected to many air-raids during the week, 
Several daily,—and the manner in which 
civilians have stood up under the hammering 
has aroused the admiration of the world, 
Indeed as one render remarked on reading 
the accounts of Friday's raids “It makes me 
feel proud to be British." This last week has 
seen the Germans bring their totalitarian war 
to an unprecedented pitch in an endeavour 
to destroy the nerve contre of the Empire 
and the keystone of the defence of Britain 
self. Experts agree that up to the present 
it has not succeeded, and with ‘the noticeable 
improvement of British defences there is 
every reason to believe that it never will, 
It is possible that this new week will see 
the enemy redouble their efforts. ‘Time is 
uoing against them, and the necessity of 
foreing an issue is becoming increasingly 
urgent, and if the Germans throw more and 
more acroplanes against London in partie= 
ular and Britain in general there need be 
ho cause for surprise. 

While the enemy confined their bombings 
to military objectives in the east of London 
there was very little cause for criticism. But 
that would not suffice them. ‘Their aim was 
to déstroy the morat of the Londoners and 
in that they have signally failed. ‘Their 
attack on the West End and Buckingham 
Palace was a gross psychological error, 
‘There was a chance, though perhaps a very 
slim one, that, had the Germans concentrated 
on the poorer districts of London, Fifth 
Columnists would have been able to argue 
that it was only the poor that were suffer= 
ing, and that the rich were escaping. ‘The 
fact that Their Majesties,—it will be remem- 
bered that the King took the risk of visiting 
the East End immediately after the first big 
bombing, and thus associated himself with 
his people in their suffering,—have also been 
made the recipients of the enemy's attentions 
has welded the whole nation together as 
never before, and given the-lie to the cheap 
German jibe that the King and, Queen and 
the Government had left London. 

‘There has been nothing passive about 
British resistance to the German onslaughts. 
Defences around London have clearly saved 
it from an immense amount of damage, and 
the enemy is being shown that there is a 
vast difference between bombing compara- 
tively defenceless Warsaw and interfering 
with the greatest_metropolis in the world. 
In addition to that the RAF. have carried 
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the war to the German capital itself, a 
fleant fact for Hitler promised the Be: 
that their city would never be attacked. 
thermore the British air foree has carried out 
huge raids on the various concentrations 
which the enemy has made in preparation for 
the Jong-expected invasion of Britain. Details 
of the damage done are not available, but 
there is every reason to believe that these 
raids have proved most effective, and that the 
enemy has suffered considerably. It is to be 

issumed from this that the enemy are a 
long way from that control of the air so 
necessary if the invasion of Britain is to be 
attempted, 

‘The decision of the Central British War 
Fund committee to remit £2,500 to the Lord 
Mayor of London’s air raid relief fund is 
welcomed. So also is the action of a cor- 
vespondent, whose letter appears in today's 
issue enclosing a further gift as an exp: 
sion of his admiration for the courage which 
Londoners are displaying. Much money will 
be required to help those who have suffered 
0 greatly at the hands of the enemy, and 
it is believed that other Britons in China 
will desire to mark thelr sympathy and 
approval in a like manner. It is hoped they 
will come forward. While it is fully realized 
that the British community, despite the dis 
advantages it is labouring under, have done 
excellently, it is hoped that they will dig 
down a little deeper to help thelr fellow 
nationals exposed to all’ the fury of the 
enemy. It is little enough to ask in all-con- 
science, ‘The money should be forthcoming 
‘once, for never was it truer than it is now 
that he gives twice who gives quickly. 
































ITALY AND SYRIA 
Sept. 16. 


‘The Malians are not meeting with all the 
success they would like in thelr armistice 
negotiations with the French in Syria, for it 
fg reported that the latter ave Matly refusing 
to comply with some of the former's de- 
mands, Under the Treaty of Friendship and 
Alliance, and a separate military convention 
entered ' into between France and Syria, 
France was permitted to maintain armed 
forees in the territories of the Jebel Druze 
and Latakia, and to have placed at.her dis- 
posal two aerodromes. ‘The Italians, it ap- 
pears are demanding the surrender of these 
bases together with control over the rail 
ways, and the handing over of a number of 
French submarines lying in Beyrout harbour. 
Quite obviously Italy desires to obtain these 
important concessions in order to provide 
bases on the mainland for eventual attack 
on the British forces in the Middle East. 
‘There is, therefore, at the moment a fieree 
struggle ‘going on behind the scenes which 
may have a profound effect upon the course 
of the war in that part of the world as well 
as in northern Africa. Italy with a foothold 
in Syria would be able {o engage the British 
forees in’ Palestine, and it appears at the 
moment that the French in Syria are by no 
‘means disposed to accede to Ialian demands. 

Probably the reason why the French in 
‘Syria are growing more desirous of rallying 
round General de Gaulle, is due in the first 
place to a growing realization of the great 
betrayal of France by the Petain Govern- 
ment, and a better comprehension of all its 
implications. Added to that there is the ex- 
ample which has been set by the action of 
the French Equatorial Colonies which have 
gone over to General de Gaulle, and the 
fortitude and determination with whieh Bri 
tain is standing up under the German air 
vaids, It is becoming increasingly apparent 
to the large numbers of Frenchmen, who re- 
fuse to accopt the counsels of despair of the 
Vichy Government, that Britain indeed does 
still represent a rallying point around which 
those bent on continuing the struggie against 
the hidoousness of Hitlerism can gather with 
prospects of ultimate success. 


‘The full tale of the Italian demands upon 
Syria have not been made public, but what 
has become known clearly indicates a desire 
to reduce the status of Syria to the position 
of an Ttalian possession. Certainly 
clear that the Germans already cor 
themselves heir to the French colonies, 
it is reported that even the Vichy Gover 
ment is showing some restiveness concerning 
German demands. Should it seek to offer 
even a small measure of resistance it is pos- 
sible that the Germans will dissolve it, re~ 
placing it with one of their own, when the 
choice will be left to the officials of the 
French possessions still «adhering to the 
Petain Government as to whether they will 
submit, or fight for their independence unti 
France’ can again be restored. It is believed 
in some quarters that they will adopt the 
latter course, and yo: over to General de 
Gaulle, for if'they sought to hand over lock, 
stock and barrel to a more thoroughly Ger= 
man government than is that at Viehy at 
the moment, the possibility is that the natives 
themselves, who know what Hitlerism means, 

© would rise’ in revolt, 

Should the balance of the French color 
possessions in Africa decide in such a man- 
ner, the task of the British armies there and 
in the Middle East would be greatly facilit- 
ated. It would have the effect of restoring 
the situation as it existed prior to the defec- 
tion of France and with the Italians ha 
to fight on two fronts instead of one 
present the prospects of the Allies would be 
decidedly good. General de Gaulle appears 
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to believe that there is a likelihood of some 
such development. It will be all the greater 
as the Italian terms become the more onerot 
‘Whether the followers of de Gaulle in Syrin 
are at present strong enough to atiempt a 
coup with any chances of success cannot at 
the moment be ascertained, but the pos- 
sibility of the French there staying put and 
waiting for a military attempt on the coun- 
try, and then fighting is not one to be 
disregarded. ‘The French colonial empire 
may still be divided with regard to loyalty 
to Vichy, but, if Vichy falls, those who are 
Joyal to it may find themselves under the con- 
trol of something far more sinister, unless 
they are prepared to fight. 











THIS CRITICAL WEEK 
Sept. 17. 

While there cais be no minimizing of the 
perils which confront the British Isles with 
@ full moon and high tides starting from. 
yesterday," there are various reasons for 
facing what may come with considerable 
confidence. ‘To find them it is not necessary 
to refer solely to British reports, but to ex- 
amine the various messages of neutral cor 
respondents, Mr. Saili Hasegawa, of Domel, 
reporting that all Britain on Sunday night 
was prepared for the zero hour, when the 
moon and the tides gave Hitler the best 
opportunity of invading Britain, states that 
the atmosphere in London has become grim, 
but that the people are showing confidence. 
‘The frightfulness of the past week has failed 
to shake their moral. It has brought the 
war home to them as never before, and not 
only is there no weakening of the will to 
continue the struggle until vielory is secured, 
Dut a determination to.endure all things to 
attain that end. The heart of the people is 
in its right place and they can confidently be 
‘expected to face whatever this week has to 
bring with the same undaunted courage. 

But the Japanese correspondent goes fur- 
ther. British aerial defences, he says, have 
been showing a vast improvement, with new 
balloon barrages able to rise much higher 
than before, offering new hazards to Nazi 
raiders, while powerful anti-aircraft batteries 
create zones in which attacking machines can 
fly only at extreme peril. Moreover a new 
twin-motored night fighter with the range of 
a Bristol-Blenheim bomber, with much 
higher speed and more formidable crmament 
is now coming into service. The defence of 
the coast is also reported to be complete with 
every threatened sector fortified to the depth 
of many miles, while against the possible 
descent of Nazi parachutists as well as other 
conceivable contingencies, the British forces 
are prepared with a thoroughness and wealth 
of equipment which was impossible three 
(months ago. ‘These are the findings of a 
neutral journalist, who like his fellows, has 
been afforded facilities for ascertaining the 
truth such as are consistently denied to news- 
papermen in the Reich. 

It has to be emphasized that this report 
comes from a neutral soureé, Others could 
quite as easily be quoted. Signor Farinacci, 
in the “Regime Fascista” takes the view 
that Germany will not launch her final attack 
against Great Britain until the spring, and 
will spend the winter preparing for it. “That 
view scems to be offset by the concentration 
of the vessels necessary for the invasion 
along the French, Belgian, Netherlands’, and 
German coasts, which have been so thorough 
ly bombed by the British during the past few 
days, and it may be that the writer is seeking 
to bring about a sense of false security. 
Farinacei’s argument is that Hitler will attack 
only when he is sure of obtaining victory 
with the least bloodshed, an idea which 
seems utterly foreign in a man who has| 
revelled in his bloodlust ever since he invaded 
Poland. ‘The writer's ease is that Hitler 
tock nine months in which to prepare his 
crushing attack against France and will 
follow the same tactics with regard to 
Britain. 

It is to be devoutly hoped that he will, for 
it, as the Japanese correspondent cables, the 
British are prepared with a thoroughness 
‘and wealth of equipment impossible three 
months ago, how much better fitted would 
they be to face an invasion if a further si 
months are allowed for additional prepara 
tions? Most indications point to a desire on 
the part of Hitler to put his fortune to the 
test in the immediate future. He has still 
to endeavour to give to his people that victory 
which he promised them before winter, and 
should he fail to do that, either by delaying 
‘action, or being actually defeated in the 
Channel he will have met with his greatest 
reverse, and one which may very well prove 
ultimately decisive. The probability of the’ 
invasion being. attempted this week ts by 
no means small, even though the German 
air force has failed to batter London and the 
south-east of England into a condition most 
suitable for the execution of his plans. But 
if he does hold his hand, as the Italian 
Journalist suggests he may, he will be show~ 
ing just that same hesitation as it is thought 
has been perceivable in his actions ever since 
the downfall of France. An uncertain Hitlet 
will be Great Britain's biggest asset in the 
task of defending herself when the final 
throw is made.

Sept. 14, returned to thelr quarters 
early yesterday morning, the guard 
Femained reinforced by fifteen. men 
throughout the day. 

'No serious trouble was in evidence 
yesterday, but no agreement had been 
Feached between the Cemp Com- 
mandant and. General Hsich, officer 
‘commanding the battalion that made 
history by its staunch resistance 
‘against the Japanese in 1997, 

‘Chinese internees continued to re~ 
main in groups yesterday, and at one 
time started piling benches and mats 
fas if they were getting ready to 
‘move. Tn another place, a score of 
the “internees stood close together 
brandishing wooden batons. The sight 
of determined members of the Rus 
Sian: Regiment Guard, however, was 
effective and after some time the 
rioters dispersed. 

Tt was learned from reliable 
sources yesterday that Major G. H. 
‘Mann, commandant of the. intern- 
‘ment ‘camp, gave orders to have no 
food issued to the mutineers unless 
they promise’ to. behave. 


A Teifling Question 

‘These riots were caused by the 
decision of the authorities to have 
‘some repairs done in the camp. The 
first trouble took place en Sept. 13 
when the internees forced P.W.D. 
oolles to abandon. work. A scttle- 
ment was later reached but when 
the coolles returned to the camp on 
the following day to finish the repairs

French oflcials stated yesterday. 
that there ‘had been, no complaints 
from the internees lately “and” that 
they were satisfied with the food. 
Although many were wounded by 
the guards, ‘no serious ‘injuries hat 
boeen inflicted on the rioters and it 
was believed that they would | be 
well within few days. Seeing that 
the guards meant business, the inter- 
‘nees stopped the riot and peace was 
Soon restored in the camp.

coastal “tubs,” mostly those Aying 
the German ‘and Italian flags, have 
found it paying to eall on Ping Yang 
whenee Fukien and Wenchow con- 
sigrees are sending thelr cargo for 
shipment to Shanghai. Ping Yang is 
reported to be engaged also in the 
‘export of tea. 

4. small inland village port, Ping 
‘Yang was in pre-war days a calling 
place for motor junks. ‘Today it is 
Playing an imporiant part in coastal 
shipping, having risen from compara 
tive obscurity to a full-fledged port, 
sald to have been first utilized since 
the shipping ban by German and 
Malian shipowners. ‘Today big coast 
er are plying the Shanghai Ping 
Yang. run. and business is reported 
to be brisk. 

AL the boxinning of the Sino-Jap- 
gnese hostilities coasters gave Ping 
Yang a wide berth owing to its re- 
meteness from producing centres, but 
the exigencies of the shipping situa- 
tion have wrought many changes in 
past months. 


Wigh Rates Earned 


It was learned from a shipping man 
yesterday that attractive freight rates 
ranging from $200 to $250 per ton 
were earned on the Ping Yang 0 
‘Shanghat run, compared to the mere 
twenty dollars of former days. ‘The 
informant pointed out, however, that 
sight must not be lost of the fact 
that $20 per ton was the freight 
gharged in former days from Ping 
Yang to a large port on the Fukien 
coast or Wenchow, from where con 
signees have to pay additional freight 
for transhipment to Shanghal. 

Like other coast ports the shipping 
business with Ping Yang is confined 
‘almost exclusively to exports, as 
there is very little doing in imports 
fo Ping Yang owing to the multi- 
ferious. restrictions imposed on. im- 
ports by the Chinese authorities, and 

goods made in Shanghal ‘have 
reported to have been placed 
under the ban of war-time luxuries. 
Nl Shanghai-manufactured goods al- 
‘most have fallen under this eategory, 
I was learned. 

Consignees have been willing to 
pay high frolght rates to export their 
eargo fo Shanghai, as currency can- 
not be exported from coast ports and 
the sale of the goods here would re- 
sult in the payments made in Shang- 
Hist being deposited safely in one of 
the big banks. Another reason. for 
the suspension of thesimport business 
{is the searcity of ready eash in coast 
ports.

‘The dead detective, it Is stated,

Mr, Leonard Arthur Lyall 


‘Shanghai, Sept. 11 
Tt will be with regret that Shang- 
hallanders will read of the death in 
Yondon of Mr, Leonard Arthus Lyall 
at the age of 72, as he formed a link 
‘with the past af'the city, having been 
Tn China for forty years in the ser~ 
Viee of the Chinese Government. He 
Was a member of the Chinese Cus- 
toms ‘Service from the age of 19, 
steadily working his way 
1913 he way made a Commissioner of 








Customs. He worked under Sir Ro- 
bert Hart in Peking shortly after his 
arrival In this country. 


‘Alter coming to China in 1886 he 
immediately went to Peking to mas- 
ter the language, and was soon re- 
ognized ay an’ expert Mandarin 
Tinguist. Me served successively at 
Wahu, Swatow, Takow (Formosa) 
Foochow, Shanghai, Hangchow, Shasi, 
Dairen ond Szemao. At the time of 
the 101 Revolution he went to Pe- 
king as Assistant Chinese Secretary, 
‘and. was promoted to the post of 
Chinese Secretary two years later. 

Mr. Lyall represented the Chinese 
customy at the Tariff Revision Con 
ferences in 1910 and 1921, having 
bbeen made a Commissioner’ in 1913. 
At the 1021 Conference he was Viee- 
President of the Chinese Commissia

Sm—Some time ago General 
Cartier, former chief of the Bureau 
of Ciphers, published in Paris a book 
entitled “Un probleme de "Crypto- 
raphie et de 1 Histoire.”

Mr. Kallio was a director of the 
Bank of Finland before assuming the 
presideney and was also president of 
various farmers’ organisations, in- 
cluding cooperatives. 

He always took a great interest in 
the youth of the nation, particularly 
the peasant youth organisations which 
provided education in art sand the 
rama for young people in rural aise 
triels, “Throughout his career the 
President remained in. close touch 
with the peasantry and he. beeame 
the embesiment of the peasant tradi 
tion in the national life. He ed

I have, for example, always 
‘thought of the drinking of sea-water in terms 
of ship-wreeked sailors, and the madness which 
is said fo follow the drinking of salt water by 
Ja_thirsty person: so yesterday when T came 
facross a Blue Rock-pigeon. drinking from. a 
Jseashore pool—and appearing (0 ke it—the 
sight set me furiously thinking. Of course, T 
‘must have’ realized, unconsciously, that many 
Lirds must drink salt water: the Albatross, for 
fexample, spends most of its life out of sight 
‘of land, ‘and could only find fresh waler during 
‘the few short months of its breeding. season: 
Jdueks. geese and all divers must swallow salt 
‘water willy-nilly: even the waders whieh fect 
fon the seashore must fall into the same lass: 
while, if T swallow ‘sea-water when swimming 
T want to be sick... and T have always felt 
that land birds which habitually drink. fresh 
‘water would feel just the same. So I went 
home to look up’ some authorities” on ‘this 
puzzling subject.
